THE AIR PROGRAM. 

President Coolidge has signed the 
navy air bill authorizing an expend- 
iture of $85,000,000 over a pe- 
riod of five years for new planes 
and airships. This followed the 
Signing of a bill for stimulating com- 
mercial aviation. An agreement has 
also been reached in conference on 
the army air bill. This authorizes 
a huge program of new construc- 
tion. 

Thus it is seen the government's 
air program is being rapidly and 
Systematically perfected, and it is 
in keeping with a plan to make 
America’s progress second to no 
Other nation in the development of 
aerial navigation. 

The navy air act calls for the, 
appointment of an assistant secre- 
tary of the navy to have charge of 
aviation, for the construction of 
1,600 various type planes and two 
dirigibles twice the size of the 
wrecked Shenandoah, and one metal- 
clad dirigible. It provides for the 
permanent equipment of 1,000 
serviceable planes. 

These measures constitute a pro- 
gram resulting from the survey of 
aviation recently made by the board 
of which Dwight W. Morrow was 
chairman. 

It is commendable that this gov- 
ernment has at last assumed a lead- 
ership in this matter along practi-! 
cal lines. The nation-wide discus- 
sion started by the attacks of Gen- 
eral Mitchell may be given credit 
for the enlarged practical program. 

The one thing lacking is coordi- 
nation. We have consistently main- 
tained that our aviation problems 
should be concentrated under one 
head—perhaps a cabinet official— 
as secretary of aerial navigation. 
Or preferable, as we have also main- 
tained, the navy, war and air de- 
partments should be separate and 
distinctive administrative depart- 
ments concentrated under the gen- 
eral direction of one cabinet offi- 
cial——a secretary of national de- 
fense.

OUR RUSSIAN TRADE. 


The revival of the American-Rus- 
sian chamber of commerce, and the 
efforts being systematically made by 
bankers and business men to revive 
our Russian trade, are apparently 
having good results. Our exports 
to Russia are already twice as heavy 
as they were in 1913, the year be- 
fore the outbreak of the European 
war. In 1924-25 we supplied 30 
per cent of Russia’s total imports. 
In 1925-26 the percentage will be 
greater. Raw cotton is the larges’ 
export commodity. Machinery, farm 
implements, motor cars, office sup- 
plies, all come in the major figure 
classes, 

| kt is undeniably true that Rus- 
 sia's own economic condition is im- 
proving. The soviet regime is im- 
proving in that it is becoming more 
in line with a democracy, with much 
of the communism that originally 
tainted it withdrawn. 

While it is entirely proper that 
we shall cultivate Russia’s trade, and 
help that nation reestablish her eco- 
nomic renaissance, at the same time 
until Russia recognizes her obliga- 
tion to this nation and establishes 
a government entirely free of com- 
munism, this nation officially can- 
not recognize Russia, nor will Rus- 
sia be entitled to recognition. 

It is gratifying, however, that a 
nation of such powerful resources, 
if properly governed, should be 
finding a sound economic foothold 
after so many years of intense suf- 
fering and material distress among 
her people.

NEW SYSTEM AIDS 
SHIPS IN AVOIDING 
ROUTE OF STORMS 


Washington, June 27.—(%)—Evo- 
lution of a hurricane range finding 
system by use of radio, barometic 
pressure charts and weather maps 
aboard the navy cargo ship Kittery 
has attracted attention of navy navi- 
gators to such an extent that general 
use of the system by all naviga- 
tors has been recommended by the 
department. 

Several times the little Kittery, 
working on the Hampton Roads-West 
Indian run, completely has escaped 
storms which did terrific damage to 
shipping over a wide area, her navi- 
gators having spotted the storm path 
long im advance and as a result have 
avoided it or put back into port. 

The system depends upon use of 
weather bulletins broadcast to marin- 
ers by radio twice daily by the Ar- 
lington, Va., and San Francisco naval 
stations. By plotting this data on a 
weather chart, supplemented by the 
storm warnings sent out by second- 
ary coastal radio stations, the Kit- 
tery, then en route to the West In- 
dies, evaded a hurricane in August, 
1924, which seriously damaged great 
liners and caused distress to shipping 
from Haiti to Labrador. The Kit- 
tery weather chart showed no safe 
path for the little vessel and she 
was headed back to port to lay to 
over one day. 

A month later, the “little brother” 
hurricane which sailormen say al- 
ways travels in the wake of such 
storms, put in its appearance. The 
Kittery weather map this time show- 
ed a clear route down the coast, west 
of the Bahamas and along the north- 
ern Cuba route. She took it and 
enjoyed fine weather all the way, al- 
though the storm was so severe that 
27 met death on the Island of Tortla, 
not far off her course.

Two Hungarians 
Held by Police 
In Huge Swindle 


Budapest, Hungary, June 27.—() 
—Charged with responsibility for the 
loss in speculative adventures in the 
Chicago wheat market of more than 
$7,000,000 belonging to the steckhold- 
ers of the Victoria Milling company 
and the Concordia Milling company, 


Emil Bacher and Oscar Fabry, pres- 
ident and manager, respectively, of 
those corporations, were arrested last 
— by the Hungarian state po- 
ice. 

Bacher, it is explained, bought and 
sold huge quantities of wheat last 
winter on the Chicago market with- 
out authorization of the stockholders, 
which brought about the hankruptcy 
of the company. To save Hungary's 
commercial credit abroad the gov- 
ernment advanced $3,500,000 to the 
insolyent concern, but succeeded mere- 
ly in staving off «ltimate total col- 
lapse. 

After the failure, Bacher, who is 
72 years old, said he could have savy- 
ed the concern by obtaining credits 
from British and other bankers, but 
the sudden development of the thirty- 
million ‘rane forgery case so im- 
paired Hungary's credit abroad that 
‘this was impossible. 
| The failure of the Victoria Milling 
company was the most sensational 
crash in’ Hungary’s history, Hardly 
had the echoes died when the Con- 
cordia company also went to the wall. 

Like Bacher, the Concordia’s man- 
ager, Fabry, is charged with the mis- 
use of: large sums for speculation 
on the Chicago exchange. There are 
tens of thousands of small stock- 
holders in both companies, and they 
are demanding that Bacher and Fabry 
be punished to the full extent of the 
law. There is particular bitterness 
against Bacher, who, it is asserted, 
lived on the most lavish scale even 
after the collapse of the company.

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PLANS TO RAISE 
$1,000,000 FUND 


Chicago, June 27.--(/)—A cam- 
paign\to raise $1,000,000 to fight the 
segregation and disfranchisement of 
negroes and “Jim Crow” Jaws was 
launched today at a mass meeting of 
the National Association for. the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, in an- 
nual conference here. 

The movement formally was open- 
ed by James Weldon Johnson, of 
New York, secretary of the associa- 
tion, in an address which preceded 
the principal address of the meeting by 
Clarence Darrow, Chicago attorney. 

Mr. Darrow hailed the beginning of 
the end of race prejudices in this 
country. : 

“The new generation of whit: men,” 
he said, ‘has no feeling of race hatred. 
This spirit,” he said. “is professed 
particularly by those of the younger 
generation who are expressing them- 
selves in public addresses as favoring 
the equality of races. They cannot 
fail to affect the mass of the people.”

An especial 
effort will also be made to establish 
the precise existing stocks in all of 
the above commodities. 

From the investigation made, the 
league. expects to be able to establish 
the following points: 

1. The extent to which production 
in each area exceeds or falls short of 
the pre-war volume; also the world 
tendency. 


2. The extent to which overseas |

3. The extent to which agricultural 
prices fluctuate now as compared 
with pre-war prices. 

The extent to which the prices | 
of each class of agricultural produce | 
vary above or below the general price | 
level of other raw materials and 
manufactured goods. 

5. Action and_ reaction between 
prices, production overseas trade and 
stocks. 

A special study will also be made of | 
what results have been attained by.
